CONDEMNED CAPTIVITY OF SOUTH AFRICAN PRISONERS, POINTED OUT 
INCREASE IN ISRAELI TRADE WITH SOUTH AFRICA, CONDEMNED FOREIGN 
INVESTMENT IN SOUTH AFRICA, AND CALLED FOR EXPLUSION OF 
SOUTH AFRICA FROM UN. 

3. NIGERIAN PERMREP OGBU CITED SOUTH AFRICAN VIOLATIONS OF

CONCERNING ALLEGED LEAKS NSSM. FRIENDS OF SOUTH AFRICA 
SHOULD SET ASIDE THEIR VIEWS FOR, IF THEY OPPOSE EXPULSION, THEY WILL 
BE ENEMIES OF AFRICA. SOUTH AFRICA SHOULD BE EXPELLED ON

ACCOMMODATE UN. ARTICLE 6 MUST BE INVOKED. NEXT SPEAKER, 

SYRIA, ALSO CALLED FOR EXPULSION. 

6. LAST SPEAKER, BAROODY OF SAUDI ARABIA, POINTED OUT THREE 
WAYS WHEREBY SOUTH AFRICA COULD BE LED TO CHANGE POLICY, PRE- 
SUPPOSING THAT VETO WILL BLOCK EXPULSION EFFORT. THEY ARE: 

VIOLENCE, NON VIOLENCE,AND PERSUASION. BAROODY PROPOSED THAT 
WESTERN POWERS EXERT PRESSURE ON SOUTH AFRICA TO TRANSFER POWER 
IN NAMIBIA WITHIN TWO YEARS. QUESTION OF SOUTH AFRICAN SELF- 
DETERMINATION WOULD BE CONSIDERED LATER.
